U.S.. SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS SECTION OF 
'PORTAL PAY" LAW 


EMPLOYERS' RIGHT TO 
PLEAD "GOOD FAITH" 
GETS JUDGES' FAVOR 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 22—(fl5)— 


The supreme court today in effect 
upheld 
constitutionality 
of 
the 


•good faith" sections of the portal- 
o-portal law. 


Those sections permit employers 
sued for back portal-to-portal pay 
:o plead as a defense that they act- 
ed in good faith, or that they re- 
led In good faith on an interpreta- 
tive ruling made by a government 
agency. 


Only a week ago, the court in ef- 


fect held that congress had the 
right to outlaw certain 
portal-to- 


portal claims retroactively. 
That 
action, as was today's was by re- 
fusing to review lower court de- 
cisions.Portal Claims Explained. 


So-called portal-to-portal claims 
are for pay for the time spent at 
the employer's 
plant 
changing 


clothes, sharpening tools, or oth- 
erwise preparing for productive 
work. 
Some $6,000,000,000 of such 
claims were filed after a count de- 
cision in 1946 apparently opened 
the way for them. 
Congress then stepped in with 
the portal-to-portal act outlawing 
most of them. 
The case the high court refused 
today to review was one filed by 
maintenance workers employed in 
a building 
New York.

knocked out their claims for over- 
time pay.

INCOME 


The suggestion for a new 


basis of farm income sup- 
port, advanced at the con- 
vention of the 
National 


Grange at Portland, Me., is 
worth serious consideration. 
In briefest outline, it has 
suggested that farm income 
parity be maintained not by 
supporting prices at pre-de- 
termined levels, as at pres- 
ent, but by direct subsidies 
to growers of commodities 
sold at less than parity lev- 
el, his kind of subsidy would 
not directly raise the market 
price of foods. 


It would hardly be pos- 


sible to forecast with any 
accuracy the cost of a sub- 
aidy program on such a ba 
sis. But if it might be com- 
parable with the cost of sup- 
porting prices, the idea cer- 
tainly is worth looking into. 
One result would be lower 
food prices in times of plen- 
ty, and this in turn would re- 
duce general public resist- 
ance to the farm income. It 
might be feasible under such 
a scheme to do t a way with 
crop quota restrictions, and 
the farmer, freed from both 
quotas and the fear of losses 
in a low market, could de- 
vote his attention with an 
easy mind to the production 
tf abundant crops. 


The idea seems good. Per- 


haps there is some 
funda 


mental fault in it. Perhaps it 
has good features. Perhaps it 
is entirely 
impractical.

The leader no longer can keep 


n balance the advice of the men 
jnder him who say a thing can't 
>e done—and the advice of the 
men who say it can. 
He has to act. He has to de- 
cide, knowing history is ready to 
make him a bum forever or a 
hero, temporarily or permanent 
Ihe Tells Story. 
There is perhaps no better or 


more dramatic illustration of this 
in our time than the decision by 
3cn. Dwlght Elsenhower to hurl 
.wo American airborne divisions 
nto action as advance guard for 
his main landing force In Nor- 
mandy. 


General Ike tells the story in his 


Fino and simply written memoirs, 
'Crusade in Europe." 
Six days before the Normandy 


operation wns to begin Air Chief 
Marshall Lcigh-Mallory came to 
him. 
Lelgh-Mallory protested 
It 


would be "futile slaughter" 
to 
send the two A(merican divisions 
—the 82nd and 101st—Into 
the 


Cherbourge peninsula. 
A frank, able and honest offi- 


cer, 
Leigh-Mallory 
predicted 70 
percent 
of American 
glider 


strength and 50 percent of the 
paratroops would be lost before 
they even landed. 
This forthright opinion by 
a 


chief air advisor upset Elsenhow- 
er preatly. 


New Review Made. 
"I went to my tent alone and 
sat down to think." he wrote. 
There he reviewed the whole 


situation again. 
"If I should cancel the 
air- 


borne operation, then I had either 
to cancel the attack on Utah 
Beach (one of the two main Am- 
erican landing sites) or I would 
condemn 
the assaulting 
forces 


there to even greater probability 
of disaster than was predicted for 
tho airborne divisions." 
Elsenhower felt that to give up 


one of the landing beaches would 
threaten the success of the whole 
invasion. 
And so, alone In his tent, Eisen- 


hower came to his decision—to use 
Ills two divisions, the flower of 
American airborne power, accord- 
ing to hig own plan. 


"Stayed With Them." 


On the night they were to tako 


off, 
he went to the 101st Divis- 


ion himself. "I stayed with them
